FIRE RAVAGES 
100,000 ACRES 


Woodlands In 
13 States 
Laid Waste? Property 
Damage Grows

More than 100.000 acres of wood­ 
lands in 13 stares were blackened 
wastes today, and fires sUll burned 
through parched forests. 
The eastern seaboard bore the 
brunt of roaring flames that leaped 
crazily across highways and streams 
and wrought great damage in New 
Jersey and Massachusetts. 
The Massachusetts executive coun­ 
cil. in emergency session last night, 
closed the Bay S tate’s forests after 
some

much timberland and consumed 450 
seaside homes at Marshfield. 
Parts of New Hampshire, Ver­ 
mont and Connecticut were also 
ravaged.

PROFITABLE BASE 


Market Price Favorable; 
Government Lending 
Encouragement 


(By A ssociated Pre**) 
CHICAGO. April 22.—Corn bell 
pig lots are beginning to Ail up with, 
young "squealers ”—a new crop of 
war babies th a t w ill receive as m uch 
or m ore coddling from tire n atio n ’s 
hog producers th an did any of their 
ancestors. 
The hog business, rounding the 
bottom of a short drop in the pro­ 
duction curve, once again is on a 
profitable basis. 
Not only is the 
m arket price favorable for a high 
pig b irth -rate, but the governm ent 
has taken unpreceuented steps ta 
encourage production to m ake pork 
and lard for relief a t hom e and 
shipm ent abroad. 
The m arket pays alm ost 9 cents 
a pound for a nice corn fattened 
hog. WI 1 fie this price is far below 
the 21 cents hog m en received after 
the close of tile last big war. it’s 
far better th an the 5 cents a pound 
quoted a year ago and the 4 cents 
paid in th e depths of tile depres­ 
sion. Furtherm ore, it m akes feed­ 
ing of 65-cent-a-bushel com a prof­ 
itable operation, inasm uch as m any 
producers figure th a t if they c u t 
get a t least IO tim es the price of a 
burhel of corn for IOO pouncis of 
hogs th eir work is not in vain. 
T he governm ent hes announced 
I it intends to hold th e Chicago hog 
price to a t least 9 cents through 
polk and lard purchases in order 
to stim ulate production. 
Coddling of new pigs is due to 
j the fact th a t farm ers a t breeding 
tim e last fall h ad planned to cut
